LONDON, Sept. 2 (AP) — A 
cargo plane with three. men 
aboard crashed in flames into 
a row of suburban homes this 
morning Seven persons were 
killed and 10 injured. Rescuers 
searched the ruins of four 
houses in Kelvin Gardens in a 
hunt for more bodies 

The dead included the three 
crewmen aboard the chartered 
freighter, a woman in-one of 
the houses and her month-old 
son, ang two children in an- 
other house 

The plane demolished two 
houses and sliced the tops off 
two others 

The twin-engine Viking ope- 
rated by Independent Aijir 
Travel had just taken off from 
London airport three miles 
away was bound for Nice 
and Tel Aviv with cargo 

In one h@me young Carol 
and Ronald Reed were killed 
Their parents were at work. 

Next door Mrs. _ Elizabeth 
Gibbins and her month-old son 
died. Her seven other children 
escaped. The eldest, married 
only last week. and his young 
wife were pulled from their 
burning bed 

“It was terrible.” 
rapher Margaret 
was dressing in her bedroom 
across the street. “The plane 
was a mass of flames. The tail 
part bounced over and landed 
on our back lawn.’

“We had the kitchen door 
open and heard the roar.” he 
said We looked out of the 
window and saw it coming 
down. Suddenly the room be- 
came burning hot We made 
a dive for it—myvy mother and 
I The plane just missed us 
but clipped the tree outside.”

explosions can be brought sul 
ficiently under control to be of 
help in earth-moving jobs, in 
mining, and conceivably in the 
production of energy,” he said 

Teller said the onl: eal 
problem would be digging the 
hole and being able to use it 
repeated! The underground 
explosion of an atomic bomb 
in Nevada a vear ago showed 
that such blasts can be con- 
fined safely, he said. But ra- 
dioactive rock created by the 
nuclear explosion would have 
to be separated to permit con- 
tinuation of operations 

This is not a hopeless prob- 
lem. Teller added. He said the 
explosions could even be de- 
signed to furnish very valuable 
radioactive isotopes which 
could be sold to reduce the 
cost of the blast

The pay-off will be a method 
of taming down the H-bomb

The Third Step. 

It is producing neutrons 
from the cores of atoms, as a 
sue*osstul thermonuclear’ ex 
perimental device would do 
The neutrons seem to come out 
from many directions, which is 
evidence they may come trom 
fusion. But it has not yet been 
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shown that the hot hydrogen 
gas inside the device is moving 
in random directions. This 
kind of movement is essential 
if significant fusing is taking 
place 

The United States devices 
are mostiv working models, 
flashing with lights or crash- 
ing in awesome sound, and 
drawing many visitors led by 
attractive girl guides 

The visitors include Soviet 
scientists and “we have lots of 
informal exchanges of views.”

Asked’ about how Camie felt 
about resigning, Gibbons said, 
“Larry wanted to become a 
business man.”

Had 4000 Members.

Attended Night School. 

Gibbons told of attending 
the University of Chicago on 
two occasions, where he took 
the regular freshman night 
school course. He said he was 
not qualified to attend college 
but managed to get into night 
school through the “good of- 
tices” of United States Sena- 
tor Paul Douglas. who at that 
time was a professor in the 
university. 

He also told of attending the 
University of Wisconsin on a 
scholarship in the early 1930s. 
In 1933, he said, he came to St. 
Louis and worked on a text- 
book project on. economy and 
unemployment, which was pub- 
lished by the Federal Works 
Project Administration. 

Following this, Gibbons said 
he worked as an organizer in 
eastern states for the Amert- 
can Federation of Teachers. In 


1937. he worked for a taxicab 
drivers union during a strike 
in Chicago. Following the 
strike, he taught a group of 
business men who had banded 
together in Chicago to learn 
public speaking. He was their 
teacher, he said, having been 
recommended to them by the 
WPA 

Learned Labor Philosophy. 

Gibbons described himself as 
heing “well-schooled” in the 
philosophy of the labor move- 
ment. He learned this philo- 
sophy, he added, partly at the 
University of Wisconsin and 
partly through extensive read- 
ing on subjects concerning 
economy and labor. 

Indifferent to Senators. 


Gibbons has made it clear he 
really does not care what the 
Senate committee nor the gen- 
eral public thinks about what 
he has done to get where he is 
in the labor movement: - 

“As soon as I have finished 

my testimony.” he told re- 
porters. “I will make myself 
available to a special commit- 
ee of St. Louis rank-and-file 
nembers elected, by a secret 
allot.

Gibbons is believed to still

Brun .was reached in the 
Cook islands, where he and the 
other three survivors are re- 
covering. Brun gave this ac- 
count of their 6'2 months at 
sea 

The raft left

Chile Feb. 15

De Bisschop and 
his crew set said from Peru 
April 13 heading for Tahiti, 
6800 miles away. 

The radio broke down after 
a week out. Seven weeks later 
the raft sighted a passenger 
ship and reported all was well 

Later storms blew Tahiti 
Nui 11 north of its planned 
course and it became water- 
logged and unsafe in rough 
seas, The stern was 18 inches 
under water 

The double forward mast was 
replaced by a smaller single 
mast and sail, but the raft 
settled further The crew 
made outriggers in an attempt 
to keep the raft on even keel 


By this time the raft was 
three or four feet under water 
the stern and the crew was 


al 
living on top of the deckhouse. 
Unfavorable currents 
carried .the raft north 
the Caroline and Flint 
and away from Tahiti. 

The seas were still rough and 
De Bisschop decided to aban- 
don the Tahiti Nui ll The 
crew made a new and smaller 
raft out of empty water drums 
and good timber on the old one 
Currents carried them toward 
Starbuck island, an uninhab- 
coral island about 1000 
miles north of Tahiti. When 
thev were about 20 miles south 
of Starbuck the winds changed, 
driving them north 

De Bisschop tried to make 
landfall at two of the Cook iIs- 
lands, but was driven off course 
by winds. Finally; with food 
and wate! short the raft 
reached Rakahanga in the 
northern Cook islands 

With the crews approval 
De Bisschop decided to shoot 
the reef around Rakahanga be- 
fore dawn Sunday. tThe raft 
hit the reef and capsized. De 
Bisschop was killed

Meanv noted that the AFL- 
CIO constitution bars corrup- 
tion and he said that leaders 
of the merged. labor movement 
“are carrving out the responsi- 
hilitv invested in them by this 
mandate.” 

“We don't, of course, have 
police powers.” Meanv_ said. 
“We cannot subpena witnesses 
or bank records. But we have 
acted.” 

Expulsions Cited. 

He cited the expulsion of 
the Teamsters and “two other 
national unions” and added 
that a similar number is now 
under investigation 

Meany said, “The corruption 
revealed in the labor movement 
is but a small part of—and a 
reflection of—the corruption 
which exists in business, ;ay- 
ernment, and most other seg> 
ments of society.” 

He listed the main problems 
facing the nation as the re- 
cession, adequate unemplovy- 
ment compensation and social 
security, protection of civil 
liberties, fulfillment of edu-

Funds for Private Schools 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch editori- 
als are often quoted in New York 
publications and lauded for their 
devotion to American principles. |

This September thousands of 
dollars in publie school taxes in 
New York state are being siphon- 
ed into support of non-public, pri- 
vate, parochial schools for bus 
transportation, medical services 
and supplies. This in a state 
where juvenile delinquency is 
climbing steadily and where pub- 
lic schools desperately need more 
teachers and better equipment. 

This misuse, legally, of public 
school taxes is not only condoned 
but urged by many local public 
school boards unaware of the 
eonsequences to public education. 

It seems to me the business 
of every American to protect pub 
lic schools. In our zeal to pro 
tect religious freedom we are 
neglecting an equally important 
freedom —free education in well- 
equi , capably-staffed public 
schools.

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Ringing for a Record 


School bells will ring again this week—at 
least for the youngsters in the grades. Most 
high schoolers have another week for deep- 
ening sun tans. Many collegians need not 
pack their bags until almost Oct. 1. But al- 
ready the U.S. Commission®&® of Education 
announces that 45,000,000 young Americans 
will go to school this year. a new enrollment 
record, the fourteenth in a row. Here is how 
the total breaks down: 

There will be roughly 31,793,000 children 
in the public and private grade schools com- 
pared with 30,670,000 a year ago—an in- 
crease of more than 1,000,000. The high 
schools expect 8.800.000 students against 8.- 
434,000 last year. This fall’s college enroll- 
ment is estimated at 3,623,000; last year it 
was only 3,450,000. 

This is a really big school population, and 
it would seem to be an answer to those who 
sav the United States is neglecting education. 
But is it? To accommodate this increase and 
to replace instructors who have retired, the 
schools this vear need at least 245,000 new 
teachers. Washington estimates that only 
113,300 are available—and the qualifications 
of some of these are open to question. 

. . « 


It is not merely the old story of having 
been taught more about how to teach than 
about what te teach. Concern also is felt 
about the motivations of American teachers. 
Thus the Commissioner of Education reports 
that 51 per cent of them probably will quit 
the profession within five years, and another 
30 per cent might do so. But leaving this 
turn-over aside, where are the schools to get 
an extra 132,000 teachers this year” 

The emergency solution again will be the 
crowding of more children into the class- 
rooms for which teachers are available. ‘Last 
year the United States had 142,300 fewer 
classrooms than it needed. Construction pro- 
grams may have reduced this shortage. Fig- 
ures will not be available until November, 
but evervbody in the field knows that they 
will still indicate a drastic shortage. And 
what is to be taught in these crowded rooms” 
After all, this is the heart of the matter. 


A vear ago the National Citizens’ Council 
for Better Schools assembled at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago a large group of school offi- 
cials, college people and business men. All of 
them agreed essentially with William Henry 
Shaw, Columbus, Ga., schgol superintendent, 
that “American students must get better 
treatment at the high school level.” For ex- 
ample, Henry Steele Commager of Columbia 
said it was time for these schools to concen- 
trate on their academic function. Others 
were specific about specific fields of in- 
struction.

The money voted by Congress for better 
science teaching and teacher training should 
have some effect by and by. But this means 
that at least a start has been made“on the 
better preparation of teachers. 

It ‘is too easv, however, to put blame on 
schoolmen. Parents amd the public in gen- 
eral must share much of the responsibility. 
They have demanded services which the 
schools should npt be expected tg render: 
yet they have often: been indifferent to the 
real business of the schools, despite all the 
wailing about educational shortcomings. 


So this year the United States will have 
45,000,000 youngsters in schools. But there 
must be apprehension about how well many 
of the 45,000,000 will be educated. 


Incident at Iceland 


The incident of conflict which has brok- 
en out between Britain and Iceland over 
fishing rights in Icelandic waters affects the 
United States and most of the other countries 
of the world. kt is not the first such unhappy 
incident between the seafaring nations, our 
own among them, but it is one in which na- 
tional pride has become most deeply in- 
volved. ° 

Immediately, the United States is at inter- 
est because Iceland is the site of one of our 
defense bases and a charter member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. At 
longer range, this country has a stake in 
bringing order out of the chaos at present 
prevailing in international law on territorial 
waters. It is out of this chaos that the Brit- 
ish-lcelandic dispute has arisen. 

Britain depends heavily upon Iceland for 
fish, and Iceland depends heavily upon fish 
for its export earnings. In recent years the 
Sovict Union has been forging closer ties 
with Iceland by means of trade, taking ad- 
vantage of the troubles that have arisen with 
England To one degree or another the 
same set of circumstances can. be repeated 
round the world. 

An international attempt under the aegis 
of U.N. to establish a generally accepted 
limit to territorial waters failed earlier this 
vear at Geneva. Fruitless efforts were later 
made by five NATO nations in Paris to patch 
up the British-lcelandic dispute. Plainly 
some understanding on a world-wide limit is 
going to have to be reached unless the nau- 
tical nations are to be recurrently plagued 
with disastrous eruptions of ill-will like the 
present one in Iceland's waters. , 


Vicuna Coat Test in Maine 


Maine voters are going to the polls just 
once more in an early election and that will 
be next Monday, when Gov. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie, popular young Democrat, undertakes to 
unseat Republican Senator Frederick G. 
Payne. Gov. Muskie’s election in 1954, was 
discounted as a fluke, but then two years ago, 
in the face of the rising Eisenhower tide, the 
young Democrat piled up an amazing 50,000 
margin. That was twice the extent of his

Economic distress is an issue, for Maine is 
one of the states hardest hit by chronic un- 
employment. The industrial centers and small 
towns of the Pine Tree state have not heard 
about the recovery that some other communi- 
ties say they are experiencing. 

But perhaps the most interesting issue will 
be the acceptance of gifts and favors by Sen- 
ator Payne from Bernard Goldfine, the Bos- 
ton financier and industrialist who led Sher- 
man Adams out into deep hot water. 

Here are items in the Payne-Goldfine record: 

1 Vicuna coat. 

Numerous hotel bills paid. 

Loan of $3500 on Payne house in Washing- 
ton; no interest or principal repaid. 

Gov. Muskie has poked fun at the Senator 
for accepting these favors but has not lam- 
basted him on the theory that the people of

proper New England opinions as to the pro- 
priety. Since Maine has only twice in its 
history elected a Democratic Senator, a Mus- 
kie victory over Payne might very well have 
the result of speeding up Sherman Adams's 
departure from the White House. 


Squatters’ Rights? 

Donald Gunn, president of the Board of 
Aldermen, wants to appeal to the federal 
authorities for delay in the work on the river- 
front so that parking facilities may be kept 
available as long as possible. 

Undoubtedly the loss of this convenience to 
motorists confronts them with a rather seri- 
ous difficulty. An appeal for delay, however, 
would be more impressive if the city could 
show that it is hard at work creating new 
parking facilities. After all, the National 
Park Service made the riverfront area avail- 
able strictly on a temporary basis. There 
was at all times a clear understanding that 
St. Louisans could not count on its use 


indefinitely. 
Yet a sort of “squatters’ rights” attitude 
developed. Despite talk of an underground 


garage and other off-street parking facilities, 
little was done to bring them into being. Part 
of the fault may be attributed to the Legisla- 
ture, and the city’s financial position also has 
been a handicap. Yet when it became clear 
that the railroad track controversy, the chief 
obstacle to the riverfront work, was about to 
be settled, all concerned surely would have 
started a vigorous attack on the parking 
problem. 

Even now a reasonable delay may be wel- 
comed. But there must be no return to the 
convenient excuse that the riverfront me- 
morial will.be completed only in the distant 
future and that, in the meantime, the site 
may be used for other purposes. St. Louis 
has been pushing the National Park Service 
to. get on with this work, and the target date 
of 1964 has been set. Congress has authorized 
the expenditure of more than $15,000,000 in 
federal funds. So another “go slow” appeal 
hardly seems very consistent. 

Because of prac tical necessity, a slow-down 
in the regrading of at least part of the park- 
ing area may be the only practical answer, 
But the temporary nature of such a solution 
now must be fully realized, and an all-out 
effort must be made to find a permanent so- 
lution. Progress cannot be halted much long- 
er by a policy of drift which hopes for the 
best, but does too little to achieve it. 


Proposed Retreat at Brussels 

If the pledge of desegregation should he 
removed from.one»of the United States ex- 
hibits at the Brussels World’s Fair, as is now 
proposed under pressure from some South- 
ern Congressmen, it would be a retreat from 
principle in the face of the entire world. The 
exhibit to which the objections have beer 
raised is entitled “Unfinished Woyk,” and 
presents materials on soil erosion control, 
urban housing and redevelopment of blighted 
areas, and racial desegregation, as solutions 
of American problems which are now in 
progress. 

George V. Allen, head of the United States 
Information Agency, was sent to Brussels by 
President Eisenhower in response to the criti- 
cisms, and the decision to* drop the racial 
relations exhibit has followed. The nation’s 
frank confession of problems in this exhibit, 
coupled with the humble pledge of working 
for continued self-improvement, must have 
been disarming to those who are against us 
and sustaining to those who want to be our 
friends. 

To turn tail now on these fundamentals of 
democracy would be far worse than never 
to have professed them at all. Inquiries which 
are being raised elsewhere may stop this 
shameful reversal, but it would be better if 
President Eisenhower himself served notice 
that desegregation is a work this country 
means to finish. 


Waiting for Non-Existent Places 

Nearly six months ago Paul C. Verticchio, 
State’s Attorney at Carlinville, called the 
Post-Dispatch’s attention to the waiting list 
of mentally retarded Macoupin county chil- 
dren and adults who were applicants for ad- 
mission to state institutions and schools for 
the retarded md 

The suggestion was made that a check be 
conducted of the other counties in Illinois 
to see how many prospective patients were 
awaiting admission and could not get in be- 
tause of overcrowded conditions. Mr. Vertic- 
chio now informs us that*such a survey of 
the counties has been taken through the Illi- 
nois State’s Attorneys’ Association. It shows 
that more than 1450 retarded children and 
adults are awaiting admission. But since the 
schools at Lincoln and Dixon, Ill., now con- 
tain more than 10,000—twice the capacity for 
which they were designed—many on the 
waiting list will have to wait a long time. 

This situation has led the Illinois State's 
Attorneys’ Association, meeting at Rock Is- 
land, to call formally on its president, Ber- 
nard J. Moran, to appoint a special committee 
to present the problem to Gov. Stratton and 
the 1959 session of the Illinois Legislature in 
terms of the emergency that it is. 

The Llinois State’s Attorneys’ Association 
performs a public service in taking up this 
pressing matter which has gone too long with- 
out adequate attention. Few things in Illi- 
nois will be more urgent when the new Legis- 
lature meets at Springfield next January. 


Postponement in Little Rock 


The most that can be said for the Little 
Rock School Board's postponement until 
Sept. 15 of the opening of Central High 
School is that it will give the Supreme Court 
time to hear oral arguments on the School 
Board's appeal from the decision of the 
Court of Appeals standing firm on the end 
of segregation at Central High. 

Presumably the Supreme Court will at- 
tempt to pass on the appeal within a few 
days and it may be that its ruling will be 
known before Sept. 15. Meantime Gov. Fau- 
bus’s blast, coupled with his threat to close 
the school, “if necessary for the peace of the 
community,” helps nothing and no one. It 
is more of the incendiarism that has char- 
acterized his relation to the No. 1 problem 
in his state for over a year. 

If the Governor of Arkansas would call 
attention to the hundreds of classrooms in 
which thousands of pupils are studying and 
reciting on a desegregated basis he would 
contribute to the educational adjustment 
which must come eventually everywhere.

In his youth Walter Locke was so 
canstantly threatened with a break- 
down of his eyesight that nothing 
seemed less likely than that his life 
would be spent with the printed 
word. Yet he became for more than 
half a century one of the last great 
personal editors of newspapers in 
the United. States, writing millions 
of words for publication—editorials, 
a daily column, and four books. 

His career as editor of the Lin- 
colu (Neb.) State Journal was long 
enough and full enough of accom- 
plishment to have stood as many a 
man's lifetime. But from Lincoln he 
went on to a second long and dis- 
tinguished career as editor of James 
M. Cox's Dayton (O.) Daily News. 

In “This World My Home” Mr.

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The Price Problem

The Federal Reserve Board has 
already taken steps toward tighter 
money by approving a rise in the 
rediscount rate in several federal 
reserve districts. Their reason is 
that they fear inflation. Making 
credit more expensive will have 
a tendency to reduce demand. 
For it makes it more expensive 
for businesses to expand, and 
more expensive to buy durable 
goods, including homes and autos 
which are usually sold on time 
and where the interest charge 
on the unpaid balance is a con- 
siderable item in the cost 

Surely the Federal Reserve 
Board is foolish to fear new in- 
fiation caused by excessive de- 
mand. Demand is so weak that 
over five million are still out 
of work because consumers or 
investors in plant expansion can- 
not buy the products of their 
labo: 

So far as we have inflation it 
{s not demand inflation but due 
to “administered” prices, that is, 
prices set in key industries domi- 
nated by a few very big concerns 
which can keep prices high and 
cut output when demand slacks 
off instead of cutting prices to 
stimulate demand. Making credit 
tighter, as the Federal Reserve 
Board is wrongly trying to do, 
will have no effect on admin- 
istered prices which are the real 
stumbling block to lower prices

Funds for Private Schools 


St. Louis Post-Dispatch editori- 
als are often quoted in New York

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Ringing for a Record 


School bells will ring again this week—at 
least for the youngsters in the grades. Most 
high schoolers have another week for deep- 
ening sun tans. Many collegians need not 
pack their bags until almost Oct. 1. But al- 
ready the U.S. Commissioner of Education 
announces that 45,000,000 young Americans 
will go to school this vear. a new enrollment 
record, the fourteenth in a row. Here is how 
the total breaks down 

There will be roughly 31,793,000 children 
in the public and private grade schools com- 
pared with 30,670,000 a year ago—an in- 
crease of more than 1,000,000. The high 
schools expect 8,800,000 students against 8.- 
434,000 last year. This falls college enroll- 
ment is estimated at 3,623,000; last year it 
was only 3,450,000 

This is a really big school population, and 
it would seem to be an answer to those who 
sav the United States is neglecting education. 
But is it? To accommodate this increase and 
to replace instructors who have retired, the 
schools this vear need at least 245,000 new 
teachers. Washington estimates that only 
113.300 are available—and the qualifications 
of some of these are open to question. 

. * J 

It is not merely the old story of having 
been taught more about how to teach than 
about what te teach. Concern also is felt 
about the motivations of American teachers. 
Thus the Commissioner of Education reports 
that 5l-per cent of them probably will quit 
the profession with five years, and another 
30 per cent might do so. But leaving this 
turn-over aside, where-are the schools to get 
an extra 132,000 teachers this year’ 

The emergency solution again will be the 
crowding of more children into the class- 
rooms for which teachers are available. Last 
year the United States had 142,300 fewer 
classrooms than it needed. Construction pro- 
grams may have reduced this shortage. ' Fig- 
ures will not be available until November, 
but everybody in the field. knows that they 
will still indicate a drastic shortage. And 
what is to be taught in these crowded rooms? 
After all, this is the heart of the matter. 

A vear ago.the National Citizens’ Council 
for Better Schools assembled at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago a large group of school offi- 
cials, college people and business men. All of 
them agreed essentially with William Henry 
Shaw, Columbus, Ga., school superintendent, 
that “American students must get better 
treatment at the high school level.” For ex- 
ample, Henry Steele Commager of Columbia 
said it was time for these schools to concen- 
Others 


trate on their academic function. 
were specific about specific fields of in- 
struction. “ 


The money voted by Congress for better 
science teaching and teacher training should 
have sore effect by and by. But this means 
that at least a start has been made on the 
better preparation of teachers. 

It is too easy, however, to put blame on 
schoolmen. Parents and the public in gen- 
eral must share much of the responsibility. 
They have demanded services which the 
schools should npt be expected to render; 
vet they have often: been indifferent to the 
real business of the schools, despite all the 
wailing about educational shortcomings. 

So this year the United States will have 
45,000,000 youngsters in schools. But there 
must be apprehension about how well many 
of the 45,000,000 will be educated. 


Incident at Iceland " 


The incident of conflict which has brok- 
en out between Britain and Iceland over 
fishing rights in Icelandic waters affects the 
United States and most of the other countries 
of the world. It is not the first such unhappy 
incident between the seafaring nations, our 
own among them, but it is one in which na- 
tional pride has become most deeply in- 
volved. 

Immediately, the United States is at inter- 
est because Iceland is the site of one of our 
defense bases and a charter member of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. At 
longer range, this country has a stake in 
bringing order out of the chaos at present 
prevailing in international law on territorial 
waters. It is out of this chaos that the Brit- 
ish-lcelandic dispute has arisen. 

Britain depends heavily upon Iceland for 
fish, and Iceland depends heavily upon fish 
for its export earnings. In recent years the 
Sovict Union has been forging closer ties 
with Iceland by means of trade, taking ad- 
vantage of the troubles that have arisen with 
England ‘to one degree or another the 
same set of circumstances can be repeated 
round the world. 

An international attempt under the aegis 
of U.N. to establish a generally accepted 
limit to territorial waters failed earlier this 
vear at Geneva. Fruitless efforts were later 
made by five NATO nations in Paris to patch 
up the British-Icelandic dispute. Plainly 
some understanding on a world-wide limit is 
going to have to be reached unless the nau- 
tical nations are to be recurrently plagued 
with disastrous eruptions of ill-will like the 
present one in Iceland's waters. 


Vicuna Coat Test in Maine 

Maine voters are going to the polls just 
once more in an early election and that will 
be next Monday, when Gov. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie, popular young Democrat, undertakes to 
unseat Republican Senator Frederick G. 
Payne. Gov. Muskie’s election in 1954, was 
discounted as a fluke, but then two years ago, 
in the face of the rising Eisenhower tide, the 
young Democrat piled up an amazing 50,000 
margin. That was twice the extent of his 
first lead. 

Economic distress is an issue, for Maine is 
one of the states hardest hit by chronic un- 
employment. The industrial centers and small 
towns of the Pine Tree state have not heard 
about the recovery that some other communi- 
ties say they are experiencing. 

But perhaps the most interesting issue will 
be the acceptance of gifts and favors by Sen- 
ator Payne from Bernard Goldfine, the Bos- 
ton financier and industrialist who led ‘Sher- 
man Adams out into deep hot water. 

Here are items in the Payne-Goldfine record: 

1] Vicuna coat. 

Numerous hotel bills paid. 

Loan of $3500 on Payne house in Washing- 
ton: no interest or principal repaid. 

Gov. Muskie has poked fun at the Senator 
for accepting these favors but has not lam- 
basted him on the theory that the people of 
Maine know all about it and have formed 


proper New England opinions as to the pro- 
priety. Since Maine has only twice in its 
history elected a Democratic Senator, a Mus- 
kie victory over Payne might very well have 
the result of speeding up Sherman Adams's 
departure from the White House. 


Squatters’ Rights? 

Donald Gunn, president of the Board of 
Aldermen, wants to appeal to the federal 
authorities for delay in the work on the river- 
front so that parking facilities may be kept 
available as long as possible. 

Undoubtedly the loss of this convenience to 
motorists confronts them with a rather seri- 
ous difficulty. An appeal for delay, however, 
would be more impressive if the city could 
show that it is hard at work creating new 
parking facilities. After all, the National 
Park Service made the riverfront area avail- 
able strictly on a temporary basis. There 
was at all times a clear understanding that 
St. Louisans could not count on its use 


indefinitely. 
Yet a sort of “squatters’ rights” attitude 
developed. Despite talk of an underground 


garage and other off-street parking facilities, 
little was done to bring them into being. Part 
of the fault may be attributed to the Legisla- 
ture, and the city’s financial position also has 
been a handicap. Yet when it became clear 
that the railroad track controversy, the chief 
obstacle to the riverfront work, was about to 
be settled, all concerned surely would have 
started a vigorous attack on the parking 
problem. 

Even now a reasonable delay may be wel- 
comed. But there must be no return to the 
convenient excuse that the riverfront me- 
morial will be completed only in the distant 
future and that, in the meantime, the site 
may be used for other purposes, St. Louis 
has been pushing the National Park Service 
to get on with this work, and the target date 
of 1964 has been set. Congress has authorized 
the expenditure of more than $15,000,000 in 
federal funds. So another “go slow” appeal 
hardly seems very consistent. : 

Because of practical necessity, a slow-down 
in the regrading of at least part of the park- 
ing area may be the only practical answer, 
But’the temporary nature of such a solution 
now must be fully realized, and an all-out 
effort must be made to find a permanent so- 
lution. Progress cannot be halted much long- 
er by a policy of drift which hopes for the 
best. but does too little to achieve it. 


Proposed Retreat.at Brussels 

If the pledge of desegregation should be 
removed from one of the United States ex- 
hibits at the Brussels World's Fair, as is now 
proposed under pressure from some South- 
ern Congressmen, it would be a retreat from 
principle in the face of the entire world. The 
exhibit to which the objections have been 
raised is entitled “Unfinished Work,’ and 
presents materials on soil erosion control, 
urban housing and redevelopment of blighted 
areas, and racial desegregation, as solutions 
of American problems which are now in 
progress. 

George V. Allen, head of the United States 
Information Agency, was sent to Brussels by 
President Eisenhower in response to the criti- 
cisms, and the decision to drop the racial 
relations exhibit has followed. The nation’s 
frank confession of problems in this exhibit, 
coupled with the humble pledge of working 
for continued self-improvement, must have 
been disarming to those who are against us 
and sustaining to those who want to be our 
friends. 

To turn tail now on these fundamentals of 
democracy would be far worse than never 
to have professed them at all. Inquiries which 
are being raised elsewhere may. stop this 
shameful reversal, but it would be better if 
President Eisenhower himself served notice 
that desegregation is a work this country 
means to finish 


Waiting for Non-Existent Places 

Nearly six months ago Paul C. Verticchio, 
State’s Attorney at Carlinville, called the 
Post-Dispatch’s attention to the waiting list 
of mentally retarded Macoupin county chil- 
dren and adults who were applicants for ad- 
mission to state institutions and schools for 
the retarded 

The suggestion was made that a check be 
conducted of the other counties in Illinois 
to see how many prospective patients were 
awaiting admission and could not get in be- 
cause of overcrowded conditions. Mr. Vertic- 
chio now informs us that such a survey of 
the counties has been taken through the Illi- 
nois State’s Attorneys’ Assqciation. It shows 
that more than 1450 retarded children and 
adults are awaiting admission. But since the 
schools at Lincoln and Dixon, Ill., now con- 
tain more than 10,000—twice the capacity for 
which they were designed—many on the 
waiting list will have to wait a long time. 

This situatyon has led the Illinois State's 
Attofneys’ Assosiation, meeting. at Rock Is- 
land, to call formally on its president, Ber- 
nard J. Moran, to appoint a special committee 
to present the problem to Goy. Stratton and 
the 1959 session of the Illinois Legislature in 
terms of the emergency that it is. 

The Illinois State’s Attorneys’ Association 
performs a public service in taking up this 
pressing matter which has gone too long with- 
out adequate attention. Few things in Illi- 
nois will be more urgent when the new Legis- 
lature meets at Springfield next January. 


Postponement in Little Rock 


The most that can be said for the Little 
Rock School Board's postponement until 
Sept. 15 of the opening of Central High 
School is that it will give the Supreme Court 
time to hear oral arguments on the School 
Board's appeal from the decision of the 
Court of Appeals standing firm on the end 
of segregation at Central High. 

Presumably the Supreme Court will at- 
tempt to pass on the appeal within a few 
days and it may be that its ruling will be 
known before Sept. 15. Meantime Gov. Fau- 
bus’s blast, coupled with his threat to clage 
the school, “if necessary for the peace of the 
community,” helps nothing and no one. It 
is more of the incendiarism that has char- 
acterized his relation to the No. 1 problem 
in his state for over a year. 

If the Governor of Arkansas would call 
attention to the hundreds of classrooms in 
which thousands of pupils are studying and 
reciting on a desegregated basis he would 
contribuie to the educational adjustment 
which must come eventually everywhere.

NEW INTERNATIONAL CRISIS 
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Why the Oil Lobby Is Frightened

ORSINI: THE STORY OF A CON. 
SPIRATOR, by Michael St. Joha 
Packe. (‘Litthe Brown, 313 pas., $5.) 


_A freedom-fighter who gave his 
short life for a free Italy and ended 
it with a fiasco which sent him to 
the guillotine: this was Felice Or- 
sini, footish, flamboyant, but who 
loved liberty. 

His story is unreeled in Packe's 
sketchy account of 
the political risor- 
gimento which at- 
tempted to bring 
one nation oul 
of a crazy-quilt of 
duchies and mon- 
archies, many un- 
der foreign dom- 
ination. Divided 
into Lombardy 
and Venetia — 
which Austria 
controlled — 
Piedmont, Parma, Modena and Luc- 
ca, Tuscany, the Vatican state, and 
the Kingdom of Naples, the ancient 
land was torn asunder by the greeds 
and jealousies of little men. It was 
the pawn of Austria and Metternich, 
the creature of France. 

But its people had a flaming de- 
sire for freedom, the same fire 
which blazed throughout Europe in 
that amazing year of 1848. And they 
had leaders, too—Mazzini, planner 
from afar who never got down into 
the dust of the hand-to-hand; there 
was great, black-bearded Garibaldi, 
striding masterfully in his red shirt: 
and there was Orsini, 29 years old 
and already a veteran in plotting. 

First he led his platoon and com- 
pany against the hated Austrians. 
Although the Germanic rulers let 
him down easy at first, Orsini could

stopped His conspiracies 
got more fantastic and less careful 
until it became difficult to know 
whether he was a hero or a buf- 
foon. Always in a fever with his 
Latin blood, Orsini strutted in bril- 
liant uniforms, led forlorn last hopes, 
fled, wounded and penniless. He 
was imprisoned in the lonely tower 
of the fortress of San Giorgio and 
escaped down a ragged rope torn 
from sheets, a daring and dangerous 
break-out which outdid the famous 
exploits of Casanova and Cellini. 

Finally he came to his doom in a 
wild and senseless bombing of Louis 
the emperor of France. 
Napoleon favored a free Italy, but 
Orsinis brain no longer was touch- 
ing reality. So he missed the emper- 
or and killed eight innocent yictims, 
wounding 148 others. A fitting end 
for a Felice who should have been 
chrisiened Fiasco.

THIS WORLD MY HOME, by Walter 
Locke. (Antioch Press, 171 pgs. $3.) 


In his youth Walter Locke was so 
constantly threatened with a break- 
down of his eyesight that nothing 
seemed less likely than that his life 
would be spent with the printed 
word. Yet he became for more than 
half a century one of the last great 
personal editors of _newspapers in 
the United States, writing millions 
of words for publication—editorials, 
a daily column, and four books. 

His career as editor of the Lin- 
coin (Neb.) State Journal was long 
enough and full enough of accom- 
plishment to have stood as many a 
man's lifetime. But from Lincoln he 
went on to a second long and dis- 
tinguished career as editor of James 
M. Cox's Dayton (O.-) Daily News. 

In “This World My Home” Mr. 
Locke, who died last year. wrote the 
nearest he ever came to an auto- 
biography. Actually, it is more a 
book of musings, written in the 
style of his newspaper columns 

His accounts of the important 
events in which he was a moving 
force are’ distressingly scanty. Yet 
the reading of it offers its own 
rewards in its own terms. For, as 
Brooks Atkinson, drama critic of 
the New York Times, who served 
with Mr. Locke on the board of 
trustees of Antioch College, writes 
in the preface: 

“He is an American sage who has 
more knowledge than most people 
and a deeper perspective than any 
man I know ... a man of moral 
grandeur ... a poet and a prophet.”

Locke has left for all to gain in this 
last word of his is that what one 
man has done, others also may

MOSCOW, Sept. 2 ‘AP) — 
Cleveland industrialist Cyrus 
Eaton said after a long talk 
with Nikita Khrushchev vester- 
day that the Soviet premier 
feels the arms race is an ex- 
pensive operation that the So- 
viet Union wants to end. 

Eaton, here as guest of the 
Soviet Ministry of Agriculture, 
said he discussed disarmament 
with Khrushchev in a 95-min- 
ute meeting in the Kremlin. 
The two met shortly after 
Khrushchev returned from a 
vacation at a Black Sea resort 

Eaton said the Soviet 
leader told him that Russia 
wanted to be relieved of the 
expense involved in developing 
new weapons. 

“Science today advances so 
swiftly that what is a deadly 
weapon today is obsolete to- 
morrow,” Khrushchev said. 

Eaton was quoted at length 
| by the Soviet press and radio 
today as critizing American 
policies in the Middle and Far 
East. No broadcast interview 
quoted Eaton as saying any- 
thing favorable about the 
United States or critical about 
the Soviet Union. Eaton told 
western correspondents he 
might say something about the 
broadcasts and stories later. 

The Soviet press _ printed 
only a brief official account of 
his meeting with Khrushchev. 
(The portions of the dispatch 
quoting Eaton directly on his 
interview with Khrushchev 
were held up by the censor in 


Moscow for several hours.) 

Khrushchev said he felt the 
United States State Depart- 
ment was antagonistic toward 
the Soviet Union, but added 
that he would like to visit the 
United States. He said he had 
no intention of changing the 
American system, its policies, 
or its way of life. 

Khrushchev expressed con- 
cern, Eaton said, over foreign 
journalists who return to the 
West after short visits to the 
Soviet Union and report that 
the Russian people are friend- 
ly but that the Soviet govern- 
ment is antagonistic. “‘Nothing 
could be. further from the 
truth,” he said. 

Khrushchev told Eaton the 
American people want peace 
but he is not so sure about 
the government. 

Eaton replied that American 
industrialists—favorite targets 
of Soviet propaganda—do not 


want war. He said he told the 
Soviet premier that indus- 


trialists did not wan to pay 
higher taxes which would go 
for weapons. 

“I can understand that 
I can believe it,” he 
Khrushchev replied. 

Eaton, an ardent promoter 
of closer ties between the So- 
viet Union and the United 
States, quoted Khrushchev as 
saying that the United States 
and Russia were the two great- 
est countries in the world and

BRUSSELS. 

COMING OVER HERE on the plane I read with great 
interest the first on a series of articles written by Adlai 
Stevenson about his recent trip to Russia. I particularly 
enjoyed the report of his jak with Nikita Khrushchev. 

Mr. Stevenson is a* keen observer and very quick 
in his reactions, and when he says “the Western inter- 
vention to protect Lebanon and Jordan ih one respect 
was propably a welcome relief to Mr. Khrushchev” I am 
sure he is quite right. 

Ever since the adverse reaction around the world to 
the execution of the former_ government officials in Hun- 
gary, Mr. Khrushchev has been conscious of a need to 
strengthen his position with certain countries, such as 
India and even perhaps some of the Arab nations. 

Of course, there is never the slightest logic in 

the Soviet attitude as to interference in the af- 

fairs of other nations. The Russians interfere 

openly and blatantly, but if any other nation 
responds to an appeal from another country the 

Soviet Union screams that that country is inter- 

fering in the domestic situations of another coun- 


try, which is something it has no right to do. 

If ever a summit meeting does come about, this ques- 
tion of what is interfering in the internal affairs of an- 
other nation will have to be defined very clearly. It will 
help a great deal to clarify the understanding of the rest 
of the world. 

I look forward to additional articles by Mr. Steven- 
son, for he is sure to give us new insights into the situa- 
tions of a country that we need to understand, I am sure 
he will give us new understandings both of the people 
and of the leaders of the Soviet Union, which is some- 
thing we all need. 


MANY OF US must have read with interest the state- 
ment of Mr. Josef Haemel, former rector of Jena Uni- 
versity of East Germany, who recently fled to West Ger- 
many. 

It is most pathetic to learn that the “unbearable” 
Communist demands to convert the university into a poli- 
tical institution had obliged this 62-year-old doctor of 
medicine to leave his post and start life anew somewhere 
else. One can understand what a difficult decision his 
had been. When one realizes the attachment a professor 
has to the university he has presided over for some time, 
one can feel what a terrible situation this man faced 
and how courageously he has met it. 

A breathing spell seems to have been given 
te all concerned with the United States Supreme 
Court’s postponement of its decision until Sept. 11 
on integration in Little Rock. So many are wait- 
ing anxiously to hear what the country’s highest 
court will decide. 

Of course, we all hope for leadership from 
Sresident Eisenhower to prevent violence in Ar- 
‘Sansas.. But he is dealing with a gentleman in 
Gov. Orval Faubus who seems to have no scruples 
about what he does. 

Gov. Faubus seems to be interested only in his own 
future, and he is playing a dangerous game in inciting 
his people to stand against he law of the land. But the 
President can exert greater leadership than the Governor, 
and even though the Governor has been empowered by 
his State Legislature to shut down schools to prevent in- 
tegration one hopes that the Arkansans will realize that 
the closed schools will hurt more white children than 
Negro children. 
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She’s ‘Gardener of the Year’

NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (UPI). 


AS A “GARDENER” who can't 
even grow apartment-house 
philodendron, it’s a pleasure to 
meet an expert like Mrs. C. 
L. Collins Sr.; of Sylacauga, 
Ala. 

Also a little discouraging. 
Because Mrs. Collins, a serene 
lady of 60, tells me if I'm nat 
born with a green thumd 
chances are strong I'll never 
develop one. 

Mrs. Collins, chosen national 
“gardener of the year,” pa- 
tiently explained that garden- 
ing is a way of life. 

“It is done by instinct. It 
is like being born with musical 
talent. You can take music 
lessons, but if music doesn't 
come naturally, it takes some 
digging. 

“The love of growing things 
has to be inherent. Plants need 
tender and loving care .. 
they are like children. Some 
people aren't born to take the 
time.” 

Having found why my philo- 
dendron is sickly (I don’t baby 
it enough), I went on to ask 
Mrs. Collins how she won the 
title and became a gardener 
in the first place. 

The winner, a widow with 
three married children and six 
grandchildren, entered a con- 
test conducted through local 
garden clubs. 

All contestants — and there 
were 25.000 entered from 44 
states — gave written answers 
to 100 technical questions, pre- 
pared by a horticulturist, on 
flora and fauna in all parts of 
the country. 

Local winners received cita- 
tions; state winners got silver 
flower bowls; and the national 
titlist received a silver en- 
graved flower bowl, a 9 by 12 
feet aluminum greenhouse, and 
an expense-paid trip to New 
York 

Mrs. Collins scored 83 on 
the test; the national average 
was 21. 

The winner said she had 
been dirt-daubing since she 
was big enough to hold a trow- 
el. “I can’t remember when I 
didn't love growing things,” 
she said. “I wanted a garden 
like some people want a Rolls- 
Royce.”
